FIGHT TO THE DEATH 


MOSCOW, Friday.—Almost 1,000,000 
men are fighting to the death along 
100 miles of more or less continuous 
front irom Voronezh to Rossosh. The 
íoca! points are these two towns. linked 
by the vital Moscow-Rostov-Caucasus 
railway, says Harold King, Reuter’s 
Special Correspondent. 

In the Voronezh region the Germans 
have now got sufficient troops across 
the Don to be able to give battle on 
its eastern bank, though the main body 
of the 4th German Army, under Mar- 

held west of 
the river. The action now raging will 
determine the fate of Voronezh itself, 
the capture of which was claimed by 
the Germans a week ago 

For six days Marshal Timoshenko 
has held the line of the Don, despite 
concentrated German attempts to force 
a passage. Battles are going on every- | 
where on a heroic scale. The Germans 
are losing tanks in hundreds. 

Hard-pressed Soviet armies are fight- 
ing back with the utmost tenacity. 

Near Rossosh the situation is also 
serious. Unlike Voronezh, this town 
Jacks the natural protection of the 
Don. It lies some 25 miles to the 
west of the river. Faced by superior 
numbers, the Russians have had to 
abandon the town, thus permitting the 
Germans to cut the Moscow-Rostov 
railway.—-(Reuter.) 


FURIOUS ONSLAUGHT 
MOSCOW, Friday.—Pravda’s front 
line correspondent from the Don Front 
said to-night that large German tank 
and motorised forces are concentrated 
on the west bank of the river west of 
Voronezh. —' The enemy is using the 
Juftwatfe in an attempt to break 
down the firm resistance of the Soviet 
troops. Mass raids fol!»w one aiter 
the other, but the So: .. formations 
are not wavering. Fighting is growing 
tenser and more furious. At the cost 
of enormous losses the enemy succeeded 
in breaking through to the eastern 
hank of the river in two places. About 
100 tanks headed for an inhabited 
locality, but were checked by a Soviet 
tank counter-attack. The enemy does 
not cease to try to push his main forces 
across the river, but without success. 
The crossi are under heavy fire cf 
Soviet allen and aircraft, and the 
Germans fall back to their initial posi- 
tions with heavy losses. 
‘‘Big tank battles, accompanied by 
air combats, continue all day on the 
river banks, with large numbers of 
tanks and aircraft taking part on both 
sides. One Soviet tank unit cut off 
and partly wiped out over two infantry 
battalions, and burned 17 out of the 
400 attacking tanks. The Germans 
were forced to make a hurried retreat. 
Other tank units destroyed 171 tanks 
and 23 guns, and brought down about 
10 aeroplanes.’’—(Reuter.) :

Attacks were also made 
on Millerovo, south-east of Kupyansk, 
and on railway lines leading to the in- 
dustrial region of Saratov, the Agency 
added. Soviet landings on the Kerch 
peninsula, in the Crimea, were also 
reported by the Agency to-night. The 
Agency adds that they were frustrated. 
—(Reuter.) 


RUSSIAN SUCCESS 

VICHY, Saturday.—Marshal Timo- 
shenko’s forces made a three-mile 
breach in the German lines in the 
Voronezh fighting, according to a 
dispatch from the Ukraine front to the 
Vichy News Agency. - 

General Zhukov’s counter-offensive 
north of Orel, 90 miles above Kursk, 
is developing. Soviet forces have cut 
the railway between Orel and Tula, 
says the dispatch.—(Reuter.) 


SOVIET COMMUNIQUE 
MOSCOW, Friday. — The Soviet 
midnight communiqué said: ‘‘ During 
July 10, to the west .of Voronezh, 
fierce fighting continued. Our troops 
evacuated the town of Rossosh. Fight- 
ing continued in the neighbourhood of 
Kantemirovka. In the direction of 
Lisishanks fighting developed with 
enemy forces which had passed to the 
offensive. No material changes on 
other sectors.”’

At a meeting of Nationalist repre- 
sentatives in the Royal Avenue Hotel, 
Belfast, yesterday, a resolution was 
passed protesting against the intern- 
ment of Mr. Cahir Healy, M.P., in 
Brixton, and demanding’ his im- 
mediate release; and also the release 
of the 400 internees held by the 
Northern Government.

LAYTOWN ‘PLANE CRASH 
INQUEST ON PILOT 


How an Army ’plane crashed into a 
wagon, at Laytown, Co. Meath, on 
July 1, injuring the pilot and killing 
a man who was on the wagon, was 
told yesterday, in St. Bricin’s Hospital, 
Dublin, at the inquest on Lieutenant 
Martin O'Callaghan, pilot of the 
‘plane. It was stated that the 
— stalled. The machine burst into 

ames almost immediately, and the 
pilot and Corporal. McEvoy, the only 
other occupant, were rescued. Lieu- 
tenant O'Callaghan died on Thursday 
from his injuries. 

Corporal McEvoy, who is still a 
patient in the hospital, said that he 
could remember nothing of the events 
immediately before or during the 
flight. He remembered taking off 
from Gormanston, and that Lieutenant 
| O'Callaghan was the pilot. 

Commandant M. Sheeran, officer 
commanding, said that he and Lieu- 
tenant O’Callaghan were flying two 
'planes from Gormanston to Baldonnel. 
Laytown was three miles off this route, 
but there was nothing very unusual 
about the other FA flying that way. 
Lieutenant O'Callaghan was a fine 
officer and pilot. 

Lieutenant P. O'Sullivan. of the 
Army Air Corps, who saw the crash, 
said that the plane went into a loop 
at about 200 feet. The loop was an 
ordinary acrobatic movement, which 
fighter pilots like Lieutenant O’Cal- 
laghan often did. 

Villiam Guiler, a soldier on leave, 
said that he was on the wagon into 
which the “plane crashed. He saw 
Samuel Farrell, the other victim of the 
crash, being taken out from under the 
wagon after the crash. By the time 
he had jumped from the wagon to the 
‘plane the machine was on fire. He 
pulled the pilot out, while others 
pulled out McEvoy. The pilot was 
conscious, and said to him: ‘‘ Don’t 
mind me; get Corporal McEvoy out 
of the back.’ 
Corporal E. Dempsey, aeroplane 
rigger, said that he inspected the 
— before it left Gormanston, and 

ieutenant O'Callaghan inspected it 
and signed a form showing that he 
had found it satisfactory. 

Commandant J. Hayes, A.M.S., gave 
medical evidence, and the jury re- 
turned a verdict accardingly. 

The Coroner, Dr. D. A. MacErlean, 
said that it was a tribute to the Air 
Corps and the efficiency of its training 
and the machines used, that crashes 
such as this were so few. 

The jury commended those who had 
rescued the two men from the 
burning ’plane. 


GANDHI’S APPEAL 
| ATTITUDE TO WAR 


WARDHA, Friday.—Mr. Gandhi 
is sald to have presented to Congress 
Working Committee a draft resolution, 
the upshot of which may be a decision 
to take action on the lines of the 1921 
civil disobedience and passive resist- 
ance movement. 

Mr. Gandhi’s draft is understood 
to emphasise that withdrawal] of British 
= from India is necessary for. both 

ndia and Britain, and to affirm that, 
because of British policy in India, 
Congress no longer feels obliged to 
observe a policy of non-embarrassment 
to the British war effort in India. 

In order to assert the rights and 
liberties of the people of India, it 
states, Congress should launch a mass 
civil disobedience campaign. 

Congress Working Committee has 

advised the people of India to 
‘‘explore every avenue ” of negotia- 
tion before resisting Government 
evacuation or requisitioning measures. 
The Committee states that “in all 
cases, before a final decision to dis- 
obey or resist is taken, all possible 
avenues of negotiation and_ relief 
through negotiation shall be thoroughly 
explored. At the same time the Com- 
mittee hopes that the Government will 
take immediate and necessary steps to 
remove grievances.” 
The advice is given in a resolution 
for the guidance of people who have 
been affected by ‘‘ evacuation or other 
orders involving loss, either temporary 
or permanent, of fanded property, 
motor vehicles or boats.” It follows 
complaints that the Government has 
been acting without giving due notice 
or proper compensation.—(Reuter.) 


THE ALEUTIANS

BANK BOOKS WITHHELD 


INES of £5 each, with £15 ex- 
penses, on two charges of fail- 

ing to produce certain documents 
to Mr. C. C. McElligott, an 
inspector appointed by the Minister

pany director. Four other charges 
were dismissed on the merits. No 
costs were applied for by the State. 

An application for a case stated in 
respect of one summons dismissed was 
made by Mr. M. J. Walshe, State 
Solicitor, while Mr. E. Monahan, 
solicitor for the defence, made a 
similar application in respect of two 
summonses. on which the District 
Justice had convicted. Both were 
granted. | 

In the adjourned case of the At- 
Weia General versus Walter Chapman, 
who was charged with the fraudulent 
evasion of Customs duties, an adjourn- 
ment for a fortnight was granted on 
the application of Mr. Walshe, who 
said the investigations were not yet 
complete. 

Mr. Monahan said he would make 
every effort to be ready in a fortnight, 
as Mr. Chapman was anxious to have 
the case disposed of, but there was a 
multiplicity of documents involved in 
the matter.

REQUESTS 


In the course of his reserved judg- 
ment, District Justice Gleeson said it 
appeared from the shorthand note of 
the Inspector’s investigation that a 
number of requests had been put to 
the defendant to produce documents or 
give information touching the inter- 
locking relations of L. Jordan, Ltd., 
Ennis, with L. Jordan Ltd., Leicester, 
some of which the defendant refused 
to comply with, giving as his reason 
that he had been legally advised ' he 
was not bound to comply in this case. 
It had heen said and, in a general way 
it was true to say} that ‘‘the defend- 
ant is the Leicester company.’’ He was 
the governing director, and controlled 
the great majority of the shares, but 
the company had a legal existence quite 


distinct from the Ennis company. 
and, so far as the defendant had 
possession or contro; of anv cf 
the J.eicester company’s documents, 
he had them snas trustee “for 
the company and the other share- 
holders. It followed, therefore, that 


he was not bound in law to produce 
to the Inspector any documents he 
might hold in his capacity as director 
or shareholder of the Leicester com- 
pany. 

There appeared to be no doubt that 
in the present state of the law the 
only books or documents which he 
could be required to produce were 
such as were in his custody as an 
officer of the Ennis company. In 
connection with the failure to produce 
copies of Nos. 3 and 4 banking 
accounts of L. Jordan, Ltd., Leices- 
ter, the District Justice said no formal 
evidence had heen tendered that No. 
ó account was in the name of the 
Leicester company, but it had been 
used by the defendant as managing 
director of the Ennis company in con- 
nection with the affairs of that com- 
pany. The defendant had used it as 
if he had legal, as well as corporal, 
possession of it as managing director 
of the Ennis company. In respect 
of No 4 banking account, the Court 
found it had been used by defendant 
directly in connection with affairs and 
payments which solely concerned the 
Ennis company. These two accounts 
were relevant to the Inspector’s in- 
quiry, and were in the power of de- 
fendant to produce, but he had refused 
to do so. and would, therefore, be 
convicted in respect of these two. 


TWO NAVAL EXPLOITS 
AXIS SHIPPING SUNK 


Two naval actions—one off the 
French coast and the other in the 
Mediterranean—were announced’ by 
the British Admiralty vesterday. 

‘In a highly successful action last 
night,” said an Admiralty communiqué 
vesterday, “ our coastal craft inflicted 
loss, damage and casualties upon a 
superior enemy force. | Two of our 
light coastal craft, commanded by 
Lieutenant J. D. Ritchie, R.N., and 
Tieutenant I. R. Griffiths, R.N., were 
on patrol off the enemy coast, when 
they encountered six enemy mine- 
sweepers. Our craft at once engaged 
the enemy, and pressed their attack 
home to point-blank range. Two of 
the enemy mine-sweepers were sunk, 


and three cthers were seriously 
damaged. Both our vessels have re- 
tnrned to harbour without having 


suffered any casualties '” 

‘‘Our submarines continue to inflict 
losses upon the enemy lines of com- 
munication in the Mediterranean,’ 
said a second communiqué. ‘‘A sub- 
marine, under the command of Lieu- 
tenant H. S. Mackenzie, D.8.0., 
R.N., has destroyed two more enemy 
ships bound for Libya. 

“This submarine torpedoed and 
sank a medium-sized merchant ship in 
a strongly escorted convoy carrying 
supplies to Libya. Later, a medium- 
sized naval auxiliary vessel was in- 
tercepted and attacked’ by the same 
submarine. The enemy vessel, which 
was south bound, was hit by tor- 
pedoes and sunk.”’ 


JACK DOYLE SHAKES HANDS 


Found not guilty and discharged at 
London Sessions, yesterday, Joseph 
Alphonsus Doyle (Jack Doyle), 
described as an entertainer, left the 
dock, and shook hands with a Dutch 
naval officer whom he was alleged to 
have '' NS struck,” He had been 
charged with assaulting Sub-Lieutenant 
Pieter Egas, causing bodily harm.

NEW FLARE-UP IN EGYPT 


EL ALAMEIN 
LULL ENDS 


}. IGHTING flared up again yes- 
terday in the northern sector 
of the El Alamein line, where, ten 
days ago, Marshal Rommel’s coastal 
dash for Alexandria was stopped in 
the narrow corridor between the 
Mediterranean and the Quattara 
Depression. 

This news was flashed from Cairo 
early this morning by a Reuter 


correspondent, who added: ‘ The 
lull may be considered to have 
ended.’’ 


The renewal of the battle finds the 
two armies grouped along a front of 
20 miles due south from El Alamein 
and then swinging west for some 30 
miles. Both have utilised the in- 
terval for regrouping and re- 
Organisation, repair of tanks, and 


resting personnel; and General 
Auchinleck’s army has received 
valuable reinforcements. — (Press 


Association and Reuter. ) 

More troops for Marshal Rommel 
have arrived in Greece from Yugo- 
slavia on their way to Crete and Libya, 
it was reported from Ankara yester- 
day. Thousands were ferried from 
Greece to Libya by way of Crete at 
the beginning of last month. 

Swedish correspondents say that it 
is admitted in Berlin that the British 
now have a temporary advantage after 


the most recent activities.—(Press 
Association and Reuter.) 
Press Association and Reuter 


reports, quoting a Cairo despatch, also 
show that Marshal Rommel is making 
every effort to improve his lines of 
communication. More Axis shipping 
is using Tobruk and even the small 
harbour of Mersa Matruh. The main 
activity on Thursday was at the 
southern end of the front, near the 
Quattara Depression. Allied mobile 
columns in this sector engaged Axis 
forces, including tanks, and forced 
them to move northwards. 

Rome reported attacks on Axis lines 
of communication by “light enemy 
armoured units,’’ but Berlin made no 
mention of the Egyptian front. 

The Italian News Agency, quoted by 
Reuter, explains the comparative lull 
over El Alamein, by stating that the 
Axis forces there must necessarily 
have some pause to put their machine 
in order. 
adds, ‘‘which are withdrawing, have 
come closer to their bases, and have 
thus increased their power,” 


FROM DAWN TO DARK 


** fighter-bomber ”’ 
day, on Thursday, the R.A.F. Middle 
East News Service reports. In the 
Western Desert 55 enemy transport 
vehicles are known to have been 
totally destroyed. Fighter-bombers 
began their attack in the battle area 
and westwards at dawn, and continued 
until darkness.

The /uftwaffe was similarly 
inactive on Thursday night, and no 
Axis air activity was reported over the 
Delta area. 


U.S. HEAVY BOMBERS 


Still quoting the R.A.F. Middle East 

News Service, the Press Association 
says: ‘‘ Heavy bombers of the United 
States Army Air Corps, engaged on a 
daylight raid on Thursday, were inter- 
cepted three times by their own number 
of ME 109s. The heavy bombers 
engaged the enemy fighters, and shot 
two of them into the sea. 
|“ Anti-aircraft gunners at Malta, 
during July 8 and on Thursday, shot 
down a ME 109 and a Junkers 88. 
Later, on Thursday, Spitfires over 
Malta destroyed one JU 88, one ME 
109, and one Macchi 202. Several other 
enemy aircraft were probably destroyed 
or severely damaged.

Why 
were they “ passing the buck’’ to the 
Central Bank? He did not think that 
that Bank would be qualified or com- 
petent to inquire into the ramifications 
of the system. It would be far better 
to have these inquiries conducted by 
some Government department. 

The MINISTER (Mr. O’KELLY) 
said that the Majority Report of the 
Banking Commission had recommended 
that the Centrai Bank be empowered 
to investigate the hire-purchase system, 
strictly confining its inquiry to the in- 
flational monetary aspect. Abuses of 
that system might be the subject of 
inquiry by some Government depart- 
ment. 

The section was carried. 


ASSETS IN BRITAIN 


Mr. NORTON (Lab.) moved the 
repeal of Section 47 of the 1927 
Currency Act, which had been in- 
corporated in the bill. He said that 
we had been sending £3,000,000 worth 
of goods, to Britain for a return of 
£2;000,000 worth. Britain had been 
chalking up a credit balance against 
us. Were these assets going to be of 
the same ‘value after the war? They, 
in this country, had no control over 
the volume of currency in the country. 
They were obliged to cash every pound 
of English currency tendered here. 

Mr. O’KELLY said that it was not 
correct to say that our money could not 
buy anything in Britain. In May last 
year there was one million pounds more | 
imports than exports. 

Mr. NORTON said that, if the 
Minister looked at the drapery figures 
he would see why. Though they had 
an electric-bulb factory here, they were 
importing hundreds of thousands of 
bulbs. The £300,000,000 assets in 
Britain were not a liquid asset, as 
imports were more than paid for by 
exports. Instead of having a mere 
link with sterling, they were anchoring 
their currency to the British pound— 
anchoring themselves to a Eee 
object. The 1927 Act subordinated Iris 
currency irretrievably to British sterling. 
The purpose of the amendment was to 
give the Government freedom of move- 
ment in financial matters. The Govern- 
ment was entitled to say that anchor- 
age of sterling suited them, but he 
wanted to give them freedom .to alter 
its anchorage overnight if abandonment 
was best calculated to suit the country’s 
interests. This was the only free 
country in the world’ which anchored 
itself statutorily to the currency of 
another country. They had abandoned 
the political union with Britain, and 
the Taoiseach wanted to ‘‘break the 
connection’’ every June at Bodens- 
town, but in the Dail he wanted to 
maintain the financial connection, and 
that was what he was doing: in the 
Central Bank Bill. 

Prof. J. M. O'SULLIVAN (F.G.) 
said that he was inclined to agree with 
the Government. on the point of not 
giving power to Parliament in advance. 


GREATEST STABILITY — 


Mr. DE VALERA said that, if they 
were to deal with possible dangers from 
the changing value of sterling, it would 
have to be done by emergency measure. 
They were trying to get what stability 
they could in monetary matters. One 
of the ways of introducing this was to 
make certain sudden changes would not 
be possible. The bill was intended for 
normal times, and would fix the basis 
of currency as firmly as it could be 
fixed by that method. The' natural 
thing was to fix the internal currency 
by means of some external unit that 
was as stable as could be found. 
They, in this country, naturally 
thought of the British and American 
currency, and choice would practi- 
cally have to be limited to the dollar 
and the pound. It was doubtful which 
of the two could be regarded as the 
more stable. If they were going to 
maxe a change they could not do it 
arbitrarily, because, by so doing, they 
would change the relative wealth of 
different sections of the ple. Even 
without the historical basis for it 
they would be likely to choose parity 
rather than some other ratio. It 
gave certain. interchangeability of the 
units of currency. From the cold. 
scientific point of view, everything 
pointed to parity. But Deputy Nor- 
ton had not addressed himself to that 
point, and he took care not to suggest 
other possible choices if they had not 
parity. The Deputy did not sa 
whether they. should make the Iris

ritish—make it more valuable or less 
valuable. By their attachment to the 
big sterling “ohing there was less like- 
lihood of these sudden fluctuations 
which had been so damaging to other 
countries. They could not isolate 
themselves absolutely from outside, 
but what they should aim at was the 
test amount of stability possible 
in normal times.

THREAT TO L.DF. 
WITNESS 


BULLET IN ENVELOPE 


HRISTOPHER M. EGAN, 

Assistant Company Commander, 
L.D.F., of 1 Tudor road, Rathmines, 
Dublin, received an envelope yester- 
day morning containing a bullet and 
a typewritten letter. The letter 
warned him not to give evidence 
against two men charged before the 
Special Criminal Court yesterday, 
stating: “ If you give evidence... 
the next bullet you receive will not 
be in a letter.” 

When the Court sat, however, Egan 
testified against George Parnell, North 
Great George’s street, and James 
Keating, Sean MacDermot street, who 
were found guilty of possessing fire- 
arms with intent to endanger life and 
membership of an unlawful organisa- 
tion. Parnell was sentenced to seven 
years’ penal servitude and Keating to 
five years’ penal servitude. 

Egan produced the letter, which read 
as follows :— 

“ WARNING. 

“ You are being warned for the last 
time not to give evidence against 
Vol. Parnell or Keating at the Mih- 
tary Tribunal on Friday, the 10th inst. 
Betore leaving your house Vol. Parnell 
gave you a warning not to give any 
information to the police regards the 
raid on your house. Seemingly you 
ignored th:s -warning. If you give 
evidence against them, the next bullet 
you receive will not be in a letter. The 
following are your instructions :— 

'“Go to the Court; when you are 
asked to give evidence or identify 
thesn, say your eyesight is not very 
good (whether it is or not) and you 
would not like to accuse a man in the 
wrong, as you are not quite sure that 
these are the right men that are being 
charged. 

“ Chief of Staff, I.R.A. 

“P.S.—On the first identification 
parade in the Bridewell you failed to 
identify Parnell. The following day 
you were told by the police who to 
pick out. You know definitely regards 
Keating it’s a frame-up. You are 
looked upon by the I.R.A. as an in- 
former, so if these men are sentenced 


on this charge you will pay the 
penalty. From the time you received 
this letter you will be kept under 


observation; if you dare go to the 
police to show this to them you will 
not ‘live to see Friday.” 


RAID ON HOME 

In evidence, Egan said that his home 
was visited by two armed men on 
Tuesday, June 2nd last. One said: 
“ First of all you had better know | 
have this,” and produced-a_ revolver. 
The second man had a _ parabellum. 
They said that there was a dump in 
the house, and that it was the property 
of the 1.R.A. Egan told the men that 
there was no dump there then, but 
that it was in Portobello Barracks. 
The men left, the taller telling him 
not to notify the police. They met 
a third man at the gate. He identified 
Parnell as one of tke men in the 
house, and Keating as the man at the 
gate. 

When Egan finished his evidence, 
the President of the Court said: '' The 
Court desires to commend Mr. Egan 
for the courageous manner in which 
he has come forward and given evidence 
in this case.”

Discovery 


FE ears the market 

A wan | givtaaa oth books of a 

sciettific. and “popular” 
scientific nature, which achieved great 
success through á subtle form. of 
intellectual flattery. They 
the average reader with a series of 
pseudo-scientific theses which a child 
of ten could assimilate, written in 
simple language that a child of three 
could understand, and at the same 
time gave him the totally erroneous 
impression that he was studying a 
scientific work of some importance, and 
comprehending evefy word of it. 

- Such. books, apparently, have dis- 
appeared for the duration; at any rate, 
it is many months since the last one 
of them appeared in this office for 
review. .I suppose the scientists who 
used to ‘‘cash in” on the gullibility 
of the plain people in this way are 
now devoting their energies to the in- 
vention of newer and more terrible 
machines of war, or the discovery of a 
new means of turning ten gallons of 
fresh milk into a plastic telephone. It 
is even possible that they have gone 
to far-off. places, to fight the foe; but 
I doubt it; scientists are more useful 
behind the lines. 

Whatever the reason, they are not 
writing books; with one exception, 
the books of the last few months have 
been quietly, but definitely, un- 
scientific. The exception is H. 8, 
Bellamy’s ‘‘ The Book of Revelation is 
History” (Faber and Faber, 8s. 
net), a new ‘‘scientific’’ interpretation 
of the Apocalypse, which has to do 
with a couple of cosmic catastrophes 
which overtook the world some thirteen 
thousand years ago, and would take 
too much space even to outline here. 
Suffice it to say that it is provocative, 
interesting, and, to a layman like 
myself, convincing; I wish there were 
dozens more like it But I must admit 
that I number among those who are 
prone to this form of flattery. 1 am 
well aware that such books all too 
frequently are liable to give the reader 
a garbled idea of science, but I think 
that is better than no idea at all, which 
is usually the alternative. One could 
not expect the plain people of Ireland— 
or of Kamchatka, for that matter—to 
settle down to a serious study of 
Darwin or Haeckel; one could not 
blame them if their knowledge of such 
matters were gleaned from some volume 
of readable inaccuracies. 


Relativity 


i can, for example, talk quite intelli- 

ently about relativity, not because | 
soon ever attempted any serious stúdy 
of Einstein's theory, but because, in a 
moment, oí idleness, Í once picked up a 
popular book on the subject, which ex- 
plained that relativity was like turning 
a rubber ball inside out, through the 
fourth dimension, without cutting it, 
and, of course, contamed a number of 
other parables of similarly profound 
simplicity. 

hile I am on the subject of 

scientific books, I should like to men- 
tion one book which I am awaiting 
with the greatest of interest; that is, 
‘Professor’ John G. Abizaid’s unpub- 
lished and, more than likely, unwritten 
account of his most recent discovery. 
“Professor” Abizaid, it will be remem- 
bered, is the gentleman from Boston 
who, with the aid of ‘‘ an instrument,”’ 
made the discovery that the world, 
after all, is as flat as a pancake, [I shall 
read his thesis on the subject with un- 
bounded pleasure, because it will, I am 
sure, confirm all my own theories on 
the matter. From earliest childhood 1 
have had my suspicions about the 
rotundity of the world, but for the sake 
of peace I have pretended to believe 
all that stuff about the mast of a ship 
appearing above the horizon before the 
hull, and the shape of an eclipse of the 
moon. 
Commonsense tells one that the world 
is perfectly flat, but for a long time 
commonsense and science seemed to be 
at cross purposes. Commonsense has 
returned with John G. Abizaid. Let 
us hope that the Philistines, who were 
so quick to censure earlier men of 
science for suggesting that the world 
was round, will not deal inhospitably 
with “ Professor ” Abizaid for daring 
to suggest that it is not. » whe (a.
